Madison rejects variance 
request for second time

For the second time, the Mad- 
ison City Council has shot down 
a request for a zoning variance 
for a Tropical Snow location. 

The request, by Joe and Nola 
Hammond, was for a variance 
to place a temporary building at 
1318 Madison for the business. 

The building would have been 
used for the business, and relo- 
cated during the winter months.

The center is planning to build an 
apartment complex for adults with 
emotional problems at the intersection. 
The development would include 11 
residential apartments with 17 bedrooms 
in three bui igs. 

The fourth building would house offices, 
a community room, and a laundry room 
for residents. 

Construction is expected to cost between 
$800,000 and $1 million. 

The center, a nonprofit agency that 
receives part of its funding from state and 
federal agencies, provides services ‘for the 
mentally ill.

The Dixons and the city have 
been battling over zoning 
matters for more than two 
years. 

In March 1993, Mike and 
Karen Dixon requested rezoning 
the Nameoki Road property to 
C-4 commercial. They said at 
the time they wanted to make a 
parking lot for vehicles used in 
their heating and air 
conditioning business. 

The City Council approved the 
rezoning in April 1993, stating 
that parking is the property's 
“highest and best use’”’ due to 
its 20-foot depth. 

In July 1993, the Dixons 
attempted to open a barbecue 
stand at the location, according 
to a memo from City Attorney 
Leo Konzen. They purchased 
the Tropical Sno franchise Aug 
16, 1994, according to Konzen’s 

memo — two days after filing 
an application for a variance to 
place a building on the narrow 
Nameoki Road lot. 


The Dixons also purchased a 
curb cut permit from the state 
on Aug. 26. The permit was 
good for six months, pending 
city approval 

On Sept. 14, the Board of 
Appeals denied the Dixon’s 
request for a veriance. 


In January this year, the 
Dixons filed suit against the city 
seeki an injunction 
prohibiting the city from 
interfering with their 
development of the lot as a 
Tropical Sno business. In 
February, with the state curb 
cut permit about to expire, the 
Dixons tore up the sidewalk, 
according to Konzen. 

The city cited the Dixons for 
failure to obtain a permit. The 
Dixons then applied for a 
permit — which was initially 
denied by the City Council but 
later approved. 

On March 9, a circuit court 
judge refused to issue the 
injunction against the city 

“The dispute between the 
Dixons and the city is now in its 
third year. Frequent and 
repeated attempts to bring the 
Dixons into compliance have 
been unsuccessful,’’ Konzen 
said. 

Although the Dixons have 
been operating on Victory Drive 
— without a permit — several 
city officials asked questions 
Tuesday about the sanitary 
facilities in the temporary 
building. 

Mike Dixon said employees 
utilize a restroom in a nearby 
building. He said that water is 
pumped to the building through 
a hose and that. wastewater is 
kept in a tank until it is 
disposed of. 

Zoning Administrator Glen 
Hollis said the wastewater is 
actually allowed to run out on 
the ground.

Learning to be a chef has 


been s 
If ‘Sharon Van Meter had 


known how grueling, she might 
not have tried to do it. 

But after almost 20 years in 
the business, it is all she wants 
to do. 

“It’s not a nice job,”’ she said. 
“But it’s one that I wouldn’t 
trade for anything.” 

Meter became interested in 
cooking when she was about 10 
years old. 

“T always had the love of 
cooking in me,” she said. 

“I came from a family where 
I didn’t have to do the cooking, 
but it kind of worked out nice 
because I always played in the 
kitchen and did a lot of 
baking,” she added. ‘‘And then 
my mom went back to work 
and I started cooking the family 
dinners.’” 

Van Meter said she loved to 
experiment. 

“T would get the kidneys out 
of the freezer, and do kidney 
stew pie,’’ she said. ‘My mom 
would be encouraging, but she 
would not want to eat half the 
things I tried.”’ 

Van Meter, 37, graduated 
from Granite North High School 
in 1975. 

“I hung around here for a 
little bit (after graduating), 
then I went up to Chicago 
because I wanted to become the 
world famous chef,’’ she said 

She spent three years at the 


Dumas Pere School of French 
Cuisine. 

“I am an apprentice-trained 
chef, which means that 
education is second: to me,”” 
she said. ‘‘And French cooking 
is very precise and disciplined; 
everybody does the same 
recipes.”” 

In a French kitchen, she said, 
a chef has to learn every one of 
the 13 phases of cooking, from 
food preparation to pastry. 

“By the time I mastered all 
13 and had a chef who believed 
in me, it was three or four 
years before I was allowed to 
get into the cool line,”’ she 
said. ‘When I would walk into 
any French kitchen I would 
have to start all over. First, 
because I was a woman, and 
they really didn’t think I 
belonged in their kitchens. 

“T like to say the French guys 
like to cook with their 
hormones,”’ Van Meter said. “‘If 
there’s a woman in the kitchen 
all hell breaks loose.”” 

She eventually worked for 
Chef Guy Barrusseau at 
Ravinia Bistro, a Highland Park 
restaurant where she is now a 
partner. 

“He didn’t speak any English 
and he was an old guy, but he 
was probably the best bread 
baker I’ve ever worked with,” 
she said. ‘‘I had an office job at 
Kraft, and I worked with Guy 
from about 3 a.m. to 9 or 10 
a.m.” 

Van Meter said she worked 
with Barrusseau for almost a 
year before she was allowed to

Motil has asked the city, which currently allows parking on the 
north side of Parkview Drive adjacent to Worthen Park, lift a 
prohibition of parking along the south side of the street. 

‘Parkview Drive is one of the widest streets in the city,” Motil 
said. ‘‘People are already parking (on the south side) without 
permission.”’ 

In the past two years, the park district has added a sand volley- 
ball court and two ball diamonds at Worthen. Expansion of the 
existing playground there is planned. The park also contains a 
number of soccer fields and a picnic pavilion built by the Granite 
City Rotary Club. 

Parking is limited to a lot behind Worthen School, a small gravel 
lot with about 60 spaces near the picnic pavilion, and on the north 
side of the street. 

Motil said expansion of the gravel lot is not feasible and that no 
formal plans are in the works for expanding the school parking lot. 

Police Chief Dave Ruebhausen said many le Bring in 
spaces at the nearby Parkview Apartments have found that their 
cars are being towed. 

“We have gotten a lot of complaints. It’s a public relations 
nightmare. I can sympathize with the parents who are just there to 
see their kids play ball,” Ruebhausen said, urging the council to 
lift the prohibition against parking on the south side of Parkview 
Drive. 4 

Alderman Craig Tarpoff said a similar parking problem exists 
near Wilson Park, where a new swimming pool and eight ball 
diamonds attract large crowds. 

Alderman Mac Warfield said that he and fellow 6th Ward Alder- 
man Alan Crider, who represent the area around Worthen Park, 
will recommend that the parking prohibition on the south side of 
Worthen Park be lifted. 

“There were cars sparked on both sides today and the street is 
still 24 feet wide for the cars to get through,’’ Warfield said.

Time for a few 


Summer Tips

ow that summer's 

Officially here, we’re 

in the thick of things 

as far as gardening’s 

concerned. So, as 
you might expect, we have a 
few tips you can probably put 
to good use. 


For starters, you can give 
your lawn a feeding of Frank's 
Lawn Food.

An application of mulch to 
the soil around trees, shrubs, 
flowers and vegetables can 
work wonders. It_helps retain 
the moisture in the soil, 
keeping plants from drying 
out. The cool, moist soil will 
not only pamper delicate 
feeder roots, but also 
promote the growth of 
beneficial soil life. 


While a mulch is helping 
your plants, it will also be 
doing you a favor. Weeds find 
it tough going to push up 
through a layer of mulch, 
since needed sunlight is 
blocked before it reaches 
seedlings. That leads to less 
weeding chores for the 
gardener. 


Here are a few more hot 
weather odds and ends. 


Raise your mower'’s cutting 
height. In summer, your lawn 
should be cut ata height of 
2% to 3 inches. Many people 
erroneously believe that 
keeping their grass on the 
short side reduces lawn 
work, since it will require less 
mowing. Longer grass blades 
help shade the heat-sensitive 
roots and reduce stress to 
the lawn. 


Tour your landscape once 
a week or so and check 
plants for signs of insects and 
disease. Take an extra 
moment to check the 
undersides of foliage where 
many pests like to hide. The 
few minutes invested in plant 
inspection is time well spent, 
since early detection of © 
problems can give you the 
upper hand in treatment.

Continue your weekly rose 
protection program, spraying 
or dusting with an insecti- 
cide/fungicide product. As 
blooms begin to fade, remove 
them before they go to seed, 
as this will encourage new 
growth and more flowers. 
When you remove spent rose 
blooms, cut back to the first 
set of leaves that has five 
leaflets. 


Bedding areas that have not 
been mulched should be 
cultivated every onceina 
while. Cultivating the soil 
removes competing weeds. 
Don't cultivate too deeply 
around azaleas, rhododen- 
drons or pices, though. 
They're shallow rooted and 
could be damaged by deep 
cultivation. 


Are you holding off on 
planting anything just 
because It’s summer? No 
need tc. Container grown and 
balled and burlapped plants 
can be set out now. They'll 
need a little more water in 
the hot weather, but given 
proper care, they will do just 
fine, 


You can begin sowing 
vegetable seeds of beans, 
carrots, kohlrabi and turnips 
for a much appreciated late- 
season harvest. Endive and 
kale will give you a‘nice crop 
of greens in the fall. 


Always water deeply. An 
inch of water a week is a 
good guideline. 


If you have a compost pile, 
don’t allow it to go 
completely dry. If you do, the 
decomposition process will 
stop. Also, turn it 
occasionally to move the 
outer material into the center 
where it will begin to 
decompose.

fish tend to turn off for a period 
of time.
